4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowable subject 
matter is the tabs having outer and inner edges extending from the upper edge of the air bag, 
wherein the inner edge is nearer a line lying vertically through a central region of the air bag 
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than is tine outer edge, and the inner edge and the upper edge defining an angle of less than 
90° such that the tabs are inclined inwardly towards the line, in combination with other features 
of claim 1 .
